N.I.C.E.  1982  A SUCCESS  DESPITE  DROP  IN  ATTENDANCE 

Sixty-six  dealers,  a drop  from  last  year's  sellout,  reported  good  bus- 
iness at  N.I.C.E.  in  Dallas  which  was  held  on  November  12-14,  1982. 

The  public  response  was  also  below  the  1981  levels  which  reflects  the 
weak  numismatic  market  economy  of  1982.  However,  the  annual  event  was 
a huge  success  for  NI  and  the  participants. 

The  auction  conducted  by  William  Rosenblum  was  also  a success  with  most 
of  the  lots  going  to  the  mail  bidders.  Many  lots  went  well  below  the 
estimated  value,  also  reflecting  on  the  numismatic  economy. 

Saturday,  November  13th,  was  highlighted  with  three  educational  forums. 
The  first  was  held  at  9:00  AM  by  the  International  Bank  Note  Society. 

It  was  well  attended  and  in  addition  to  the  general  membership  meeting, 
John  Humphris  presented  an  excellent  program  on  "Inflation  with  Refer- 
ences to  Numismatics".  At  11:00  AM  the  Society  for  Ancient  Numismatics 
presented  Walter  Leonard's  slide  and  lecture  program  on  "Caesar  Who? 
Roman  Transitional  Coins".  SAN  presented  the  NI  Library  with  a complete 
set  of  their  excellent  publication.  Elmore  Scott  accepted  it  in  behalf 
of  NI  Librarian  Granvyl  G.  Hulse,  Jr.  The  NI  Educational  Forum,  held 
at  2:00  PM,  was  sparsely  attended.  Those  in  attendance  were  rewarded 
with  two  excellent  programs  presented  by  Bruce  Donahue  on  "Foreign  Coins 
Struck  in  U.S.  Mints"  and  Bill  Benson  on  "Primitive  Money".  The  small 
attendance  at  both  the  SAN  and  NI  functions  continues  to  be  a problem 
which  is  shared  with  other  major  shows  throughout  the  United  States. 

If  anyone  can  come  up  with  a solution  as  to  how  you  get  the  people  off 
the  bourse  floor  to  these  forums,  it  would  be  highly  beneficial  to  all 
show  chairmen. 

The  9:00  PM  NI  General  Membership  Meeting  was  held  in  the  NI  Hospitality 
Suite  and  it  was  wall  to  wall  people.  Educational  Medallions  were 
presented  to  the  speakers  at  the  three  forums  held  earlier  in  the  day. 
Also,  awards  were  presented  to  the  exhibitors  of  the  winning  exhibits. 
Marvin  Rose's  five  case  exhibit  of  "Chopmarked  Coins  of  the  World"  won 
the  Best  of  Show  award.  Reports  of  various  officers  and  staff  were 
given  and  NI  BULLETIN  editor  Marvin  L.  Fraley  reported  that  the  staff 
had  on  hand  enough  articles  to  last  for  approximately  one  year  which 
enables  the  staff  to  present  various  subject  matter  in  each  issue,  a 
goal  of  the  publication. 

The  successful  exposition  came  to  a close  on  Sunday  afternoon  with 
the  drawing  of  winners  names  for  two  coins  awarded  as  door  prizes. 

Jack  Sides  of  Duncanville,  Texas  won  the  20-peso  gold  coin  of  Mexico 
sponsored  by  the  NICE  committee.  Russell  Rulau  of  World  Coin  News 
presented  an  uncirculated  1887  double  florin  of  Great  Britain  (silver) 
to  B.  W.  Britain  of  Tyler,  Texas.

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MALLA  COINS  THAT  NEVER  WERE 


by  K.  Gabvisch,  Mannheim,  NI  §1330  & B.N.  Shvestha,  Kathmandu 


During  the  XVI  to  XVIII  centuries  the  central  part  of  Nepal,  the  Kath- 
mandu valley,  was  occupied  by  three  kingdoms  ruled  by  Newar  Kings  of 
the  Malla  dynasty.  These  kingdoms,  named  after  their  principalities, 
Kathmandu,  Patan  and  Bhadgaon,  had  issued  silver  coins  since  1640  com- 
plying with  a common  standard  of  5.4  gm. , the  so-called  Mohar-standard. 
These  coins  play  an  important  part  in  the  numismatic  history  of  Tibet. 
We  now  know  about  220  different  types  and  many  more  varieties  of  these 
Malla  coins,  many  of  them  very  rare  issues.  Unfortunately,  the  Malla 
coinage  was  forged,  too. 


The  following  pages  illustrate  fradulent  or  fantasy  coins  that  have  been 
produced  by  unknown  forgers  in  the  past.  These  pieces  were  collected 
over  the  years  mainly  by  B.N.  Shrestha,  and  often  had  stood  in  older 
collections  for  genuine  ones.  This  article  does  not  contain  informa- 
tion on  modern  forgeries  of  Malla  coins  which  appeared  on  the  market 
in  recent  years. 


In  order  to  provide  a guide  as  to  the  recognition  of  the  Malla  coin  for- 
geries or  fantasy  pieces,  illustrations  are  provided  on  succeeding 
pages.  No  textual  explanation  or  description  regarding  forgeries  is 
needed  for  the  photographs  speak  for  themselves.  The  forged  and  fan- 
tasy coins  enumerated  in  this  paper  are  numbered.  All  pictured  coins 
are  mohar-sized,  except  no.  19.

FROM  THE  MAILBOX 

Frew  Wha t Did  Grand  Duchess  Sophie  Reo over ? 

I thoroughly  enjoyed  Walter  Bergman's  article  "Numismatic  Vignettes  of 
History",  NI  BULLETIN  November  1982,  pp  342-343.  I agree  with  Mr.  Berg- 
man that  studying  a coin  (especially  a commemorative)  "may  well  prove 
enlightening".  I feel  that,  whether  he  or  she  realizes  it  or  not,  a 
numismatist  is  in  some  way  a "student"  of  history.  As  a general  his- 
tory buff,  I can  honestly  say  that  I have  broadened  my  knowledge  through 
numismatics  - especially  world  commemoratives . 

As  Mr.  Bergman  wrote,  studying  a commemorative  coin  can  sometimes  be 
enlightening.  It  can  also  be  a mystery.  I have  such  a "mysterious 
commemorative".  It  is  not  a coin  commemorating  a momentous  national 
or  international  event.  I invite  some  more  knowledgeable  members  to 
enlighten  me.  The  coin  is  a kreuzer-size  copper  piece  from  the  Grand 
Duchy  of  Baden  - 1832.  William  D.  Craig  lists  it  as  no.  103.  It  is 
pictured  in  his  COINS  OF  THE  WORLD 3 1750-1850  and  is  captioned:  "On 

recovery  of  Grand  Duchess  Sophie".  The  coin  (or  medal)  has  no  denomi- 
nation but  is  the  same  size  and  composition  of  the  regular  issues  of 
Baden  kreuzers  but  Mr.  Craig  has  acknowledged  it  as  a coin  by  his  list- 
ing. The  1983  Krause-Mi shier  STANDARD  CATALOG  OF  WORLD  COINS  does  not 
list  Craig  103.  It  had  been  in  previous  editions. 

So,  to  bring  a little  trivia  levity  to  NI  members,  does  anyone  know 
what  the  illness  was  that  the  Grand  Duchess  Sophie  of  Baden  recovered 
from  in  1832?  This  too  may  be  an  interesting  vignette  of  history.

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ON  COIN  HOARDS  AND  FISCAL  PAPER 


by  Harold  Von  Allen , Truro,  Nova  Scotia,  NI  tlLM-60 

To  me  the  most  exciting  numismatic  information  to  come  to  my  desk  is 
not  in  the  values  columns  of  annual  catalogues  nor  in  the  "prices  real- 
ized" of  auction  sales,  but  between  the  dark  blue,  hard  covers  of  six 
slim  volumes  called  COIN  HOARDS , an  incidental  but  not  unimportant  ^ 
benefit  of  my  long-time  Royal  Numismatic  Society  affiliation.  The  ex- 
citement, however  vicarious,  is  in  the  hunt  and  the  capture,  the  liter- 
ally hundreds  of  new  "finds"  so  carefully  detailed,  illustrated,  and 
discussed--further  pieces  in  the  ever-fascinating  jig-saw  of  several 
thousand  years  of  the  interplay  of  money  and  of  man.  I have  few  coins 
of  the  kinds  documented  in  COIN  HOARDS , for  I have  stressed  tokens  and 
fiscal  paper  of  more  recent  centuries,  but  browsing  through  COIN  HOARDS 
never  fails  to  leave  me  with  a perspective,  a sense  of  values,  that  I 
wouldn't  want  to  be  without. 

The  urge  to  record,  to  research,  to  share  findings  and  conjectures, 
that  so  characterizes  COIN  HOARDS  and  the  best  of  classical  numismatics, 
may  be  less  strong  with  other  monetary  forms,  as  a recent  experience 
of  mine  tends  to  underline. 

Passing  through  Montreal  (a  city  rich  in  numismatic  tradition)  in  August 
1982,  I stopped  by  a downtown  "gift  shop"  to  look  over  the  coin  counter 
and  pick  up  some  numismatic  supplies.  In  the  display  case,  rich  brown 
and  with  the  engraved  likeness  of  Sir  John  A MacDonald,  Canada's  first 
prime  minister,  was  an  excellent  specimen  of  a bank  note  variety  I had 


The  Bank  of  Canada  $ 100  issue-dated  January  1937  with  the  particularly 
scarce  Osbourme-Towers  signature  combination,  one  of  over  twenty  such 
notes  to  come  to  light  recently  in  Montreal.  In  telling  of  the  " find ", 
Dr.  Allen  points  out  that  much  information  is  lost  when  such  hoards  are  A 
dispersed  without  proper  records  being  made  and  shared.  \ 

with  the  signatures  of  the  central  bank's  first  deputy  governor  and 
governor,  J.  A.  C.  Osbourne  and  Graham  F.  Towers.  The  price  tag  read, 
incredibly,  $110  (the  note  is  negotiable)!  Here  there  had  to  be  a story. 
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A story  there  was.  A man  had  walked  in  the  previous  week  with  22 
Osbourne-Towers  1937  $100  bills,  5 or  so  "hundreds"  of  the  preceding 
(1935)  issue,  3 "fifties"  (the  later  Gordon-Towers ) signature  combin- 
ation, "65  or  so"  "twenties"  ("mostly  Osbourne"),  and  other,  lower 
values.  In  all,  I reckoned,  $4000  or  more  in  money  that  (judging  from 
varieties  and  serial  prefixes)  had  to  date  from  1940  or  1939.  Money 
that  had  earned  no  interest  in  forty  or  more  years.  Money  that,  even 
with  slight  wear,  had  a staggering  "catalogue  value". 

But  catalogues  never  tell  the  whole  story,  and  the  few  true  collectors 
who  would  want  a nice,  forty -year-ol d "hundred"  for  its  human-interest 
value,  never  could  absorb  22,  so  the  "big  bills"  were  turned  in  a face 
("in  exchange  for  some  coins")  and  the  "twenties"  and  down  went  in 
search  of  other  markets.  The  speculators  would  insist  on  prime  con- 
dition for  "big  bills". 

No  record  was  made  of  this  remarkable  hoard  from  the  early  War  years. 

No  details  were  kept  of  serial  numbers  and  other  useful  particulars. 

Yet  I noted  in  passing  that  the  allegedly  scarce  (hence  expensive) 
Osbourne-Towers  $5  was  to  be  seen  with  numbers  well  in  excess  of 
6000000.  A few  "good"  notes  had  been  picked  out,  and  the  hoard  dis- 
persed. Yet  there  are  legal  tender  Canadian  issues  of  even  fifty, 
sixty  years  ago  about  which  we  know  far  too  little  as  to  seals,  sig- 
natures, serials,  and  such.  The  questions  aren't  even  asked. 

So  I reached  for  my  wallet,  and  substituted  for  the  $100  in  my  refer- 
ence collection  the  scarce,  early-variety , low  number  note  that  I had 
never  hoped  to  own.  For  a $10  premium!  Yet  I couldn't  help  but  lament 
that  the  COIN  HOARDS  metal ity  had  not  extended  to  paper  money  and  per- 
mitted that  striking,  but  not  wholly  unusual,  "find"  to  tell  all  that 
it  might  have  told.

LY  CI  A ,_  ACC  O RDI N G _ TO  HOMER 

by  the  late  Larry  Devine 3 NI  # 1832 

Lycia,  although  a small  district  on  the  southern  coast  of  Asia  Minor, 
Homer  gives  it  a prominent  place  in  the  Iliad , especially  to  Glaucus , 
one  of  its  two  chieftains  along  with  Sarpedon.  He  met  Diomedes  on  the 
battlefield,  third  greatest  of  the  Greek  warriors  after  Achilles  and 
Ajax,  and  before  they  went  at  it,  Diomedes,  in  accord  with  the  peculiar 
chivalric  code  of  the  time,  inquired  as  to  the  credentials  (i.e.  ances- 
try and  lineage)  of  the  man  brave  enough  to  challenge  him.  Glaucus 
complied,  and  when  Diomedes  heard  that  Glaucus  was  the  grandson  of 
great  Bellerophon  (who’d  been  shabbily  treated,  and  sent  to  Lycia  to 
be  killed),  he  was  surprised  and  delighted,  as  his  own  grandfather, 
Oeneus,  was  a great  friend  of  Bellerophon;  and  so,  recognizing  each 
other  as  guest-friends  with  family  ties,  Diomedes  suggested  they  ex- 
change armour,  so  that  all  would  know  of  their  friendship.  Glaucus 
gladly  complied,  and  Homer  comments  that  Zeus  must  have  robbed  him  of 
his  wits,  since  his  golden  armour  and  Diomedes  bronze,  were  worth  one 
hundred  oxen,  and  nine  oxen  respectively.  But  he  ends  the  scene  at 
that,  and  we  do  not  learn  whether  Diomedes  had  an  ulterior  motive  in 
his  suggestion;  but  from  what  we  know  of  his  character,  we  must  presume 
that  he  did  not . 
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THE  F I R S T T RULY  SOUTH  AF R I C AN  GOLD  COIN

In  a recently  published  book  displaying  magnificent  photographic  en- 
largements of  some  of  the  world  s rarest  or  most  beautiful  coins,  I 
spotted  the  photographic  reproduction  of  an  1874  gold  Burgerspond  of 
the  South  African  Republic.  This  certainly  is  a rare  coin,  and  it 
also  carries  the  distinction  of  being  the  very  first  South  African 
gold  coin.  One  can  even  go  one  step  further  and  say,  that  this  is  the 
first  truly  South  African  coin  placed  into  circulation  by  a local  con- 
stitutional government.  Thus  it  may  be  of  interest  to  relate  its 
history  here.

The  South  African  Republic  had  no  coinage  of  its  own  in  its  early  days, 
and  although  in  1853  discussions  had  already  taken  place  in  the  I ' /oiks - 
raad  - the  Republic's  parliament  - with  the  object  of  inaugurating  an 
indigenous  coinage,  nothing  came  of  the  deliberations.  English  coins, 
brought  in  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Natal,  the  British  colonies 
bordering  the  Transvaal,  circulated  and  were  freely  accepted  in  the 
republic . 

When  in  the  year  1873  M.W.  Pretorius  resigned  as  President  of  the 
South  African  Republic,  Thomas  Francois  Burgers  was  invited  to  take 
over  the  Presidency,  and  he  was  duly  elected  to  this  high  office. 

Burgers  was  born  in  1834  at  Graaff  Reinet,  in  the  Cape  Colony.  He 
studied  theology  at  Utrecht  University  in  the  Netherlands,  and  he  re- 
turned to  his  country  of  birth  in  1858,  where  he  was  appointed  minister 
at  Hannover.  Having  an  independent  mind  he  soon  found  himself  in  con- 
flict with  his  congregation  who  considered  him  too  liberal  and  not  be- 
lieving in  the  literal  truth  of  the  Bible.  As  Burgers  was  a man  of 
charm  and  great  enthusiasm,  it  is  more  than  likely  that  these  charac- 
teristics persuaded  the  Transvaal  burghers  to  offer  him  the  Presidency 
of  the  republic.  As  head  of  state  of  this  young  country,  which  as  yet 
had  no  financial  assets  to  speak  of,  Burgers  proved  to  be  very  ambitious 
- too  ambitious.  He  planned  a railway  system  and  even,  it  is  under- 
stood, a mint,  and  having  secured  a loan  from  the  Netherlands,  he 
ordered  railroad  material  and  some  mining  machinery  from  Europe.  These 
were  duly  shipped  to  the  port  of  Lorenco  Marques,  now  called  Maputo  Cin 
Mozambique],  where  upon  arrival  no  facilities  existed  to  have  them 
moved  to  the  Transvaal.  They  were  left  to  rust  at  the  port. 

When  alluvial  gold  was  discovered  near  Pilgrims  Rest  in  the  Eastern 
Transvaal,  President  Burgers  obtained,  upon  his  own  initiative,  some 
256  ounces  of  this  rough  alluvial  gold.  He  then  had  this  shipped  to 
the  Consul  General  of  the  South  African  Republic,  in  London.  L.C.  Wyon, 
a well-known  engraver  there,  was  entrusted  with  the  task  of  cutting  the 
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dies  for  the  Staatspond,  a sovereign-sized  gold  coin,  to  bear  on  its 
reverse  the  coat-of-arms  of  the  South  African  Republic  and  on  its  ob- 
verse the  bust  of  President  Burgers.  With  this  in  mind,  Burgers  had 
submitted  his  portrait  to  the  Consul  General,  who  was  given  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  final  choice  of  the  design.  Hence,  the  obverse  design 
consisted  of  the  bearded  portrait  of  President  Burgers,  facing  left, 
his  full  name  "Thomas  Francois  Burgers"  running  parallel  with  the  rim 
of  the  coin  and  the  date  "1874"  appearing  below  the  effigy.  The  re- 
verse showed  an  ornate  coat-of-arms  of  the  Republic  with  the  wording 
"Zuid  Afrikaansche  Republiek"  in  Dutch,  the  official  language  of  the 
country,  following  the  rim  of  the  coin.  A single  pellet  was  placed 
below  the  coat-of-arms.  The  edge  of  the  coin  was  milled. 

Arrangements  had  been  made  with  Messrs.  Ralph  Heaton  & Sons  of  Birming- 
ham to  strike  the  coins  from  the  approved  dies,  and  in  fact  a total  of 
837  were  struck.  It  is  understood  that  in  the  process  five  obverse 
dies  were  used.  The  coins  resulting  from  these  show  two  easily  dis- 
cernible varieties.  On  695  of  the  coins  the  points  of  the  beard,  being 
part  of  the  portrait,  appear  much  finer  than  those  on  the  remaining  142 
coins.  Hence  these  two  varieties  of  the  Burgerpond  have  become  known 
as  the  Fine  Beard  and  Coarse  Beard  types.  On  the  Coarse  Beard  coins 
the  8 in  the  date  1874  also  gives  the  impression  of  having  been  double- 
struck.  As  far  as  the  reverse  design  is  concerned,  there  are  no  ob- 
vious variations  detectable  within  the  total  of  the  837  gold  coins 
struck . 

The  coins  were  then  shipped  to  South  Africa  and  upon  their  receipt 
President  Burgers  surprised  the  Volksraad  at  its  next  session  by  pro- 
ducing a supply  of  these  Statesponden . He  took  the  extra-ordinary  step 
of  presending  each  member  of  the  Volksraad  with  one  of  these  coins.  He 
then  explained  that  a total  of  837  had  been  struck  in  England  from 
Transvaal  gold,  and  he  submitted  that  they  be  declared  legal  tender, 
at  par  with  the  English  sovereigns.  This  was  finally  agreed  upon,  but 
only  after  a great  outcry.  Many  of  the  members  considered  President 
Burgers'  portrait  appearing  on  the  coins  a means  of  self-glorification. 
And  when  it  became  known  that  it  had  cost  26  shillings  to  produce  each 
coin,  which  in  view  of  the  small  quantity  minted  might  well  have  been 
correct,  there  was  yet  another  furore.  Needless  to  say,  no  further 
coins  were  minted  during  the  presidency  of  Thomas  Francois  Burgers. 

In  1877,  as  a result  of  a difficult  and  costly  war  against  a local 
chief,  in  which  he  even  took  to  the  field,  but  seemed  unable  to  cope. 
Burgers  had  no  alternative  but  to  resign  from  the  presidency,  after  the 
South  African  Republic  was  occupied  and  annexed  by  the  British.  Not 
being  popular  with  his  people  he  had  been  unable  to  muster  their  sup- 
port and  he  went  into  retirement. 

Reverting  to  the  Burgerspond,  it  must  be  stressed  here  that  in  view  of 
the  small  number  struck,  and  considering  the  existence  of  the  two  vari- 
eties, it  is  rare,  difficult  to  obtain  and  rather  costly. 

Oh,  the  book,  which  drew  my  attention  to  this  fascinating  coin?  Its 
title  is  The  Art  of  Coins  and  their  Photography  by  Gerald  Hoberman, 
F.R.N.S.  This  is  a book  which  will  appeal  to  every  numismatist,  pho- 
tographer and  art-lover.  Spending  time  with  it  will  be  pleasing  to  the 
eye,  be  informative,  especially  to  the  new  coin  collector  and  certainly 
be  instructive  to  the  photographer,  be  he  amateur  or  a professional.

For  years  SH  1311-1313,  the  original  SH  1310  dies  were  recutri,21.  The 
resulting  coins  show,  in  most  cases,  overdating. 

The  last  coin  in  the  series,  SH  1313,  is  described  by  Clarke  & Mohabat- 
AyinCll  as  "...much  scarcer  than  the  mintage  figures  would  indicate, 
which  probably  means  that  most  of  the  1313  five  rials  were  never 
placed  in  circulation."  This  scarcity  certainly  prevailed  in  Iran, 
where  this  writer  searched  unsuccessfully  for  two  years  (1975-1977), 
but  not  in  the  western  world,  where  this  date  was  commonly  offered  in 
European  and  U.S.  dealer  lists. 


This  writer  has  examined  a total  of  29  pieces  dated  SH  1313.  All  grad- 
ed at  least  XF,  thus  supporting  the  non-circulation  hypothesis.  This 
examination  revealed  three  distinct  overdate  varieties,  as  shown  below. 


Nineteen  specimens  (left  above)  have  a large  (3  mm)  second  '3',  with 
none  of  the  original  ’zero'  showing.  Five  specimens  (center)  have  a 
similar  large  '3'  but  with  the  overdated  zero  showing  partially,  and 
another  5 (right  above)  have  a visibly  smaller  (2.6  mm)  second  '3', 
again  with  the  overdated  zero  apparent. 
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Have  you  looked  at  yours  recently,  to  see  which  you  have?  Are  there 
yet  other  varieties  of  the  SH  1313?  The  writer  would  appreciate  let- 
ters on  the  variety  types  in  your  collection,  to  improve  this  initial 
census  (results  to  be  reported  in  the  BULLETIN'). 

A set  of  the  three  variety  types  has  been  donated  to  the  NT  Reference 
Collection,  for  use  by  interested  collectors. 

Since  all  Iran  silver  issues  for  SH  1310-1313  (as  well  as  the  Y— 112 
one-half  rial  for  SH  1315)  were  recuts  of  the  SH  1310  dies  for  each 
denomination,  there  likely  are  other  distinct  die  varieties  awaiting 
discovery.  Have  a look!

Do  you  know  that  as  late  as  1927  Mexican  currency  notes  were  issued  by 
leaders  of  the  Catholic  Rebellion?  At  Jalisco,  Michoachan,  a 20  cen- 
tavos, 1 and  5 pesos  contribution  notes  were  issued  plus  a special  coin 
issue  with  a separate  history.  The  notes  are  numbered  but  have  no  sig- 
nature provided  for.  The  reverse  shows  a pathetic  legend  "Mexico,  The 
Sacrifice  of  thy  sons,  died  in  Zamora,  Chalchuites,  Leon  and  other 
places  as  martyrs  of  the  Christian  Faith,  is  a bugle  sound  of  Liberty 
calling.  It  is  our  most  sacred  duty  to  reconquest,  if  either  with  our 
blood  or  our  money."  "The  National  League  for  the  Defense  of  Religious 
Liberty".  These  are  the  only  notes  known  to  exist  during  that  period 
and  the  religious  rebellion, which  played  such  an  important  part  in  the 
history  of  Mexico.

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QANDARHAR I COPPER  CO  INS

Qandahar  was  occupied  by  the  British  army  in  January  1879  during  the 
second  Afghan  war.  It  was  afterwards  that  a small  copper  coin  appeared 
in  circulation  in  the  city,  it  had  on  the  obverse  a Royal  crown  within 
an  open  wreath,  which  it  has  been  suggested  was  copied  from  a button 
off  a soldier's  uniform  (see  Footnote).  On  the  reverse  was  the  mint 
place  name,  Qandahar  and  a date.  This  attractive  coin,  size  15mm,  can 
be  found  in  the  new  Krause  catalogue.^ 


The  editors  of  this  excellent  new  catalogue  state  that  autonomous  cop- 
per coins  from  Afghan  mints,  including  Qandah5r  (or  Ahmedshahi?,  as  the 
name  appears  on  many  coins)  are  so  numerous  that  only  a small  selection 
could  be  described.  They  list  coins  from  the  Quandahar  mint  (on  page 
314)  up  to  the  year  AH  1297. 

History  records  there  was  a period  of  turmoil  after  the  British  had  de- 
clared war  against  the  Amir,  Sher  Ali  Khan,  and  in  November  1878  troops 
were  moved  from  Quetta  towards  Qandahar,  and,  as  mentioned  above,  the 
city  v;as  entered  in  January  1879  (AH  1296).  Sher  Ali  died  in  the  fol- 
lowing month,  and  was  succeeded  by  Yakub  Khan.  By  the  Treaty  of  Ganda- 
mak  in  July,  the  British  ceased  operations  in  the  country  and  commenced 
to  evacuate  their  forces,  but  called  a halt  after  the  treacherous  mas- 
sacre of  the  British  envoy  and  his  companions  in  Kabul,  in  September. 


By  January  1880,  the  British  government  had  decided  to  make  three  pro- 
vinces of  Afghanistan,  namely  Kabul,  Qandahar  and  Herat,  and  even  ap- 
pointed a wall  for  Qandahar,  a Sirdar,  Sher  Ali.  However  the  governor 
of  Herat  encouraged  by  the  new  Amir,  Abdur  Rahman  of  the  Kabul  province, 
who  had  spurned  the  British  demand  for  the  annexation  of  Qandahar  to 
the  Baluchistan  state,  succeeded  in  attacking  and  surrounding  the  city 
of  Qandahar  in  July  1880,  which  was  only  relieved  after  an  historic 
march  by  the  forces  of  General  Roberts  ("Little  Bob"),  one  of  the  great 
heros  of  the  Imperial  Britain.  The  British  Parliament  then  decided  to 
re-incorporate  the  province  with  Abdur  Rahman's  Kingdom  of  Afghanistan. 
This  even  concluded  the  second  Afghan  war,  and  the  city  remained  occupied 
by  the  British  until  April  1881.

The  copper  fats  illustrated  herein  is  also  from  the  citadel  mint  in 
Qandahar,  of  the  same  size  and  weight  (4.85  gr.),  with  the  reverse  hav- 
ing the  mint  place  name  inscribed  in  the  same  style.  The  obverse  has 
two  fish,  one  left,  the  other  right  within  a beaded  border.3  This  de- 
lightful coin  seems  to  be  scarcer  than  the  type  with  the  crown  struck 
at  the  time  of  the  British  military  occupation.  From  information  about 
another  specimen  of  similar  design  with  traces  of  ciphers  on  the  re- 
verse, known  to  the  write,  it  can  be  dated  around  1884  (AH  1301).  Mr. 
Valentine  illustrates  falus  dated  1307  from  the  city4,  which  corresponds 
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to  the  date  of  the  last  silver  hand-made  coins  which  appeared  in  cir- 
culation in  Qandahar  in  1889  (AH  1307).  The  Amir,  Abdur  Rahman, struck 
his  first  machined  coins  in  the  following  year  AH  1308. 

Footnote : Although  the  suggestion  made  in  the  first  paragraph  above 

has  been  presented  by  other  numismatists,  I 
am  of  the  opinion  that  the  "crown"  symbol 
may  have  been  taken  from  the  badge  of  the 
badge  of  the  9th  Queen's  Royal  Lancers  (il- 
lustrated [enlarged] to  the  left).  This 
regiment  was  the  only  British  one  in  Lt. 

Gen.  Donald  Stewart's  Qandahar  Field  Force 
(which  was  mainly  Indian  Army  units),  which 
crossed  the  frontier  21st  November  1878  and 
entered  the  city.  Using  the  city  as  a base, 
they  moved  out  and  cleared  the  road  to 
Kabul  taking  part  in  an  important  battle  in 
#ti»  queen’s  roval  lanc£rs  September  1880.

Among  the  items  covered  in  issue  26  are  a listing  of  revolution  coinages 
from  THE  JULIUS  GUTTAG  COLLECTION  OF  LATIN  AMERICAN  COINS  catalog;  a 
reprint  of  "Modern  Mexico  was  formed  in  the  crucible  of  revolution"  which 
originally  appeared  in  the  Smithsonian  magazine,  July  1980;  and  a 44  page 
reprint  of  Historical  Notes  on  Coins  of  the  MEXICAN  REVOLUTION  1913-1917 3 
by  J.  Sanchez  Garza. 

Issue  27  is  highlighted  by  a reprint  from  THE  NUMISMATIST  of  M.  Ralph 
Brown's  "Mexican  Revolutionary  Bills  1913-17",  originally  printed  in 
December,  1950.  Also  included  are  a listing  of  revolution  coinages 
from  Dr.  A.  F.  Pradeau's  THE  COINS  OF  MEXICO  IN  SILVER  AND  COPPER  1536- 
1939 3 published  by  Wayte  Raymond,  Inc.  and  Chapter  XIV  of  Walter  Flavius 
McCaleb's  THE  PUBLIC  FINANCES  OF  MEXICO  entitled  "The  Crash  of  Madero's 
Regime" . 
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COINS  OF  NAPOLEON  III  - THE  END  OF  THE  FRENCH  EM_P  EROR  S 

by  Lee  Grossman , San  Antonio  s Texas , NI  H17  07 


The  coins  of  Napoleon  III  mark  the  end  of 
French  "Emperors".  They  are  symbols  of  the 
last  of  the  Bonapartes,  LOUIS  NAPOLEON,  who 
ruled  the  Second  French  Empire  1852  to  1870. 

Charles  Louis  Napoleon  Bonaparte  was  born  in 
Paris,  April  20,  1808.  He  was  the  third  son 
of  Louis  Bonaparte,  who  was  King  of  Holland 
and  a brother  of  Napoleon  I,  and  of  Hortense 
Eugenie  Beauharnais,  a stepdaughter  of  Na- 
poleon I.  The  future  emperor  spent  most  of 
his  adult  life  in  jail  or  in  exile. 

Barred  from  France  by  the  Bourbons  after  the  defeat  at  Waterloo,  he 
spent  his  youth  with  his  mother  in  Germany  and  Switzerland.  He  became 
involved  with  revolutionary  activity  in  Italy  in  1830.  He  eluded  the 
Austrians  and  escaped  to  France  the  following  year.  In  1836,  he  plot- 
ted a ;oup  at  Strassbourg  against  Louis  Philippe  and  was  seized  and 
placed  on  a ship  bound  for  New  York.  He  returned  to  Switzerland,  and 
a request  by  France  for  his  expulsion  soon  led  to  friction  between  the 
two  countries.  He  left  voluntarily,  once  the  Bourbon  opposition  had 
helped  to  increase  his  popularity.  In  1840,  he  formed  another  con- 
spiracy at  Boulogne.  He  was  arrested  and  tried,  then  sentenced  to  life 
imprisionment . But  in  1846,  he  made  his  escape  and  went  to  England. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution  of  1848,  Louis  Napoleon  returned  to 
Paris.  Rejected  by  the  provisional  government,  he  gathered  a following, 
was  elected  to  the  National  Assembly,  and  in  December  won  the  presi- 
dential election.  He  then  prepared  for  his  eventual  seizure  of  dic- 
tatorial powers.  He  received  them  in  1852.  He  proclaimed  himself 
emperor  of  France  on  December  2,  1852. 

Through  the  years,  he  made  friends  of  some  nations  and  enemies  of 
others.  While  he  was  floundering  in  Mexico,  Germany  (under  Bismarck) 
goaded  him  into  a disasterous  war.  France  entered  the  Franco-Prussian 
War  of  1870-71  without  allies.  The  new  French  army  in  which  the  Em- 
peror had  placed  his  confidence  did  not  win  a single  battle.  In  poor 
health,  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Prussians  on  September  2,  1870. 

He  was  deposed  in  a bloodless  revolution  two  days  later  in  Paris,  and 
the  fall  of  the  empire  was  proclaimed.  The  Prussians  released  him  and 
he  went  with  his  wife,  Eugenie  de  Montijo,  into  exile  in  Chisselhurst , 
England,  where  he  died  January  9,  1873. 

Second  Empire  coins  under  the  rule  of  Napoleon  III  consisted  of  bronze 
1 and  5 centimes  issued  from  1853  to  1857,  and  the  10  c.  (1852-57). 

From  1861  to  1870  there  was  a 1 centime  issued  in  bronze.  A 2 centimes 
was  shortlived  being  issued  only  til  1863;  Both  the  5 c.  and  10  cen- 
times coins  survived  longer  mintings,  being  issued  1861  through  1865. 

A silver  issue  of  20  and  50  centimes  were  struck  yearly  between  1853 
and  1863,  and  the  1,  2 and  5 francs  silver  issues  show  the  value  and 
date  enclosed  in  wreath. 
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A third  silver  issue,  from  1864  to  1870,  showed  the  emperor  on  obverse, 
and  a large  crown  over  the  value  and  date  reverse  on  the  20  centimes 
thru  the  5 Francs  coins.  A Gold  issue  showed  Napoleon  III  facing 
right  on  the  5,  10,  50  and  100  Francs  coins,  released  from  1854  through 
1860.  The  last  of  the  Second  Empire  gold  coins  were  the  same  values 
as  the  previous  gold  issue,  but  showing  Laureated  bust  of  the  emperor 
and  the  reverse  simply  showing  the  value  and  date. 

This  emperor's  coins  were  struck  at  various  mints  including  Paris  (A), 
Rouen  (B) , BB  (Strassbourg  mint),  D for  Lyons,  M for  Bordeaux,  and 
MA  for  Marseilles  and  W was  used  by  Lille  mint.

HOLY  COINS

The  above  is  not  a pun  - there  actually  is  a case  on  record  where  the 
Good  Book  was  used  to  make  coins.  Here's  how  it  happened. 

In  1574,  Spain  possessed  what  is  now  the  Low  Countries  by  right  of 
occupation.  While  the  people  of  the  Low  Countries  were  not  all  that 
happy  with  the  Spanish  rule,  possibly  little  would  have  happened  had 
it  not  been  for  the  religious  wars.  Spain,  the  staunch  supporter  of 
the  established  Roman  Church,  saw  Protestantism  spring  up  all  over 
Europe  and  even  within  her  own  possessions.  Naturally,  this  had  to 
be  put  down  and  so  it  was  in  late  1574  that  Spanish  forces  under  Don 
Francisco  Baldez  laid  siege  to  the  town  of  Leyden  in  what  is  now  south 
Holland  near  The  Hague. 

Even  though  under  siege,  a certain  amount  of  commercial  business  must 
go  on  and  under  these  circumstances,  the  most  important  obligation  to 
meet  is  the  soldiers'  pay  (they  didn't  know  what  low  moral  was  in 
those  days  but  they  knew  what  it  could  cause).  Subsequently,  there 
were  struck  copper  "klippe"  coins  and  a round  one,  but  these  are  not 
our  our  main  consideration.  The  siege  stretched  out  to  some  four 
months  and  the  town  was  now  faced  with  the  need  to  coin  more  emergency 
money  but  with  no  metal  to  use  for  the  pieces.  Why  not  paper? 

Thus  it  was  that  the  best-quality  but  the  least  needed  paper  into 
service  and  it  happened  to  be  from  the  Roman  Church  Litanies.  If  any 
of  the  population  had  misgivings  of  turning  Holy  Books  to  the  use  of 
Mammon,  it  is  not  recorded.  Minority  dissention,  especially  in  re- 
ligion, was  not  brooked  in  16th  century  Europe  - if  Leyden  was  mostly 
Protestant,  you  may  be  sure  that  it  was  not  100%  so.  And  so  it  was 
that  the  Burgemeister  and  town  council  caused  Hugo  Goal  (son  of  Nicho- 
las), Gerald  (son  of  Wiggert)  and  Thierry  van  Kessel  to  "coin"  these 
pieces  of  5 sols  with  a lion  (with  a sword  & shield  on  one  type,  with 
banner  on  another. 

How  did  the  siege  turn  out?  Nearby  dikes  were  opened  and  supplies 
boated  to  the  town  (while  the  Spanish  were  getting  wet) . The  siege 
was  lifted  and  it  is  commemorated  every  October  3rd  to  this  day.  The 
Prince  of  Orange  founded  the  University  of  Leyden  there  in  1575  and  it 
almost  immediately  became  one  of  the  higher  institutes  of  learning  in 
Europe.

Oval  Coins  of  the  Tosa  Mint 

Tn  1863,  the  province  of  Tosa  requested  permission  from  the  central 
mint  to  cast  their  own  coinage  but  was  denied.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  this  province  had  already  begun  the  operation  of  casting  and 
had  made  a small  number  of  seed  coins  - but  it  is  doubtful  any  of  the 
coins  were  released  for  circulation  as  these  two  types  of  coins,  Tosa 
Kanken  5 mon  and  10  mon  are  rare.  They  were  thus  terminated  only  as 


Two  varieties  of  the  5 mon 
are  known  to  exist  with  the 
primary  difference  being  in 
weight.  One  variety  is  re- 
corded for  the  10  mon.  On 
authentic  specimens , the 
color  of  copper  is  deep 
yellow .

test  coins. 


Another  set  of  coins  is  recorded  for  this  province,  Tosa  100  mon  and 
200  mon.  The  100  mon  is  rare  as  only  a handful  were  cast  from  seed 
coins.  Color  of  copper  is  yellowish  brown.  The  200  mon  coins  probably 

entered  circulation 
in  a very  limited 
number  and  most 
likely  they  were 
accepted  in  that 
locale  at  face 
value.  Three 
varieties  are 
known  with  the 
differences  in  the 
size  of  planchets. 
The  large  planchet 
variety  is  of  best 
finish  and  also  the 
* rarest.  The  medium 
and  small  planchet 

types  are  of  crude  finish  due  to  rough  and  uneven  filing.

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Between  1863  and  1868  this  province  secretly,  without  permission  from 
the  authorities,  cast  Tenpo  Tsuho  for  the  sake  of  making  a profit. 
Only  one  variety  is  known  but  it  is  quite  common. 


Varieties  of  the  Morioka  Dozan 

Unlike  the  province  of  Tosa,  Morioka  was  granted  permission  to  cast 
coins,  with  the  value  of  100  mon,  and  the  first  casting  began  around 
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1866.  but  the  coins  did  not  circulate  until  almost  two  years  later  as 
the  mint  had  a great  difficulty  casting  them  properly.  The  trouble 
was  in  the  sand  and  clay  they  used  for  casting  the  seed  coins.  They 
were  such  a rough  state  the  coins  that  were  cast  from  it  were  labeled 
"Not  fit  for  circulation".

Varieties  of  this  type  are  known  by  the  casting  sequence.  The  first 
variety,  the  first  casting,  is  crudely  cast  and  rough  with  the  reverse 
character  "TSU"  being  flat  (not  from  wear).  The  second  casting,  the 
coin  is  smaller  in  size  but  thicker  so  the  weight  was  about  the  same 
as  the  first  casting.  The  reverse  of  this  variety,  the  characters,  are 
always  flat  especially  the  two  bottom  characters.  The  third  and  fourth 
castings  were  much  superior  with  larger  planchets  and  cleaner  cut  char- 
acters . 


There  is  also  a coin,  a commemorative,  from  this  mint.  It  is  unlikely 
it  ever  entered  circulation  but  who  knows.  This  is  an  oblong  coin 
with  a design  of  Shichi  Fukujin,  seven  gods,  and  very  collectible  and 
scarce .

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MEDAL  HONORS  THE  40TH  ANNIVERSARY  OF  VICTORY  AT  MONTE  CASSINO

On  the  40th  Anniversary  of  the  Polish  contribution  to  the  Victory  over 
the  Nazi  forces  at  Monte  Cassino,  Italy,  on  May  18,  1944,  the  Associa- 
tion of  the  Veterans  of  the  2nd  Polish  Corps  (Gen.  Anders  section  lo- 
cated in  Detroit,  Michigan)  issued  a medal  for  the  occasion. 


The  obverse  of  the  medal  depicts  the  Monastery  of  Monte  Cassino  behind 
a singed  tree.  The  legend  reads,  MONTE  CASSINO  1944  MAJ  1984  and  ZA 
WOLNOSC  NASZA  I WAZA  (For  Our  Freedom  and  Yours) . On  both  sides  of  the 
singed  tree  we  find  the  names  of  countries  traversed  by  the  Polish 
Armies  (Syria,  France,  Norway,  Palestine,  Egypt,  Italy,  Iraq,  Iran, 
the  Soviet  Union  and  Libya) . The  Polish  contingents  finally  assembled 
in  Palestine  where  the  2nd  Polish  Corps  was  formed.  Initials  BB  appear 
at  the  base  of  the  tree 


The  reverse  of  the  medal  shows  the  four  arm  patches  (on  the  Monte  Cas- 
sino Cross)  awarded  to  all  Polish  soldiers  participating  in  the  battle. 
Inscribed  we  find  SOLDIERS  OF  THE  2nd  POLISH  ARMY  CORPS,  and  below  GOD. 
HONOR. FATHERLAND.  And  under  the  cross  we  see  COMMITTED  THEIR  SOULS  TO 
GOD,  BODIES  TO  THE  SOIL  OF  ITALY,  AND  HEARTS  TO  POLAND. 


The  battle  opened  the  gates  to  Rome  for  the  allies  in  World  War  II.  In 
the  effort,  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States,  England,  Canada, 

India,  French  Colonies,  New  Zealand  and  Poland  participated.  The  mon- 
astery was  not  easily  taken.  The  casualties  of  the  United  States  alone 
surpassed  100,000  men. 

Many  other  events  are  planned  by  the  Assoc. of  Veterans  of  the  2nd  Po- 
lish Corps  to  celebrate  the  victory.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli . SELECT  NUMISMATIC  BIBLIOGRAPHY.  Pub.  1965, 
406pp,  hard  cover.  $12.50. 

Though  published  in  1965  this  is  not  an  out  of  print  book  and  copies 
are  still  available  through  various  dealers  at  approximately  the  origi- 
nal price.  It  has  stood  the  test  of  time  and  though  it  would  be  a 
great  help  to  see  an  up-dated  and  expanded  version,  I have  continued 
to  use  my  copy  as  much  today  as  I did  when  I first  purchased  it  fifteen 
years  ago. 

There  are  nearly  5,000  entries  covering  such  subjects  as  general  ref- 
erences, the  historical  periods  in  the  evolution  of  money  (ancient  to 
modern  broken  down  by  areas,  countries,  tribes,  etc.),  paper  money, 
economics,  tokens,  medals,  decorations,  technical  aspects  of  coinage 
and  special  topics  such  as  hoards,  art,  counterfeiting,  etc.  Each 
entry  is  numbered  and  in  the  back  there  is  an  index  which  allows  the 
reader  to  search  out  works  by  various  authors. 

What  makes  this  reference  particularly  useful  to  the  novice  is  that 
the  author  placed  asterisks  after  the  numbers  to  mark  works  that  are 
considered  outstanding.  Any  librarian,  student  or  collector  of  more 
than  the  common  issues  will  find  this  work,  even  today,  an  excellent 
reference.  It  comes  highly  recommended.

Eugene  G.  Courteau.  THE  COINS  AND  TOKENS  OF  NOVA  SCOTIA.  First  pub- 
lished by  the  author,  1911;  reprinted  1892  by  Sanford  J.  Durst  Numis- 
matic Publications.  Pp  29,  VII  plates. 

Eugene  G.  Courteau,  M.D.,  was  a pioneer  among  Canadian  numismatists. 
He  cataloged  die  varieties  not  only  for  the  Nova  Scotia  series,  but 
also  for  the  Copper  Tokens  of  The  Bank  of  Montreal,  and  the  Canadian 
"Wellington"-  tokens.  In  its  day,  this  was  a great  work,  the  first  on 
the  subject,  and  to  this  day  it  is  commonly  used  as  a starting-point 
for  reference  on  the  Nova  Scotia  issues,  particularly  the  tokens  and 
semi-official  issues.  The  Nova  Scotia  pieces  are  not  without  their 
terminological  difficulties,  for  some  bear  all  the  characteristics 
of  coins,  having  been  issued  by  the  provincial  government,  but  have 
as  part  of  their  legend  the  word  "token"!  (See  further  the  article 
on  this  subject  by  this  author  in  the  December  1982  ATCO  BULLETIN). 

Durst  is  thus  to  be  credited  with  making  available  easily  a classic 
work  to  interested  numismatists,  albeit  at  a seemingly  extravagant 
cost.  Eight  dollars  U.S.  for  a 36-page  pamphlet,  stapled,  compares 
rather  unfavourably  with  many  other  works  currently  available,  even 
from  low  production  runs.  Before  one  is  carried  away  with  praise, 
however,  it  should  also  be  regretted  that  Durst  has  missed  an  oppor- 
tunity to  provide  the  modern  collector  with  much,  much  more:  it 

would  have  been  comparatively  simple  to  research  and  add  in  a note 
relating  to  the  published  new  varieties  of  the  Nova  Scotia  issues 
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(see  e.g.  Lorrain,  "A  newly  found  variety  of  the  1382  Nova  Scotia  half 
penny  token"  [1968],  13  Canadian  Numismatic  Journal  400).  And  one 
cannot  help  but  wonder  whether  one  of  the  many  knowledgeable  Canadian 
numismatists  in  this  field  would  not  have  been  happy  to  update  some 
of  the  rarity  information,  now  long  outdated,  provided  by  Courteau 
in  the  original  work. 

These  comments,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  regarded  as  constructive  critic- 
isms: the  writer  would  not  wish  to  discourage  Durst  from  undertaking 
further  publications  of  classic  Canadian  works.  Parti cul ary  in  demand 
at  the  present  time  are  copies  of  P.  N.  Breton's  Canadian  Coins  and 
Tokens  and  Jos.  Le  Roux's  The  Canadian  Coin  Cabinet.  It  is  worthy  of 
note  that  the  Courteau  work  here  discussed  was  last  reprinted  in  the 
mid-1960s  in  a single  volume  with  Le  Roux  and  three  other  works:  to- 

day even  this  reprinting,  let  alone  original  volumes,  commands  an  ex- 
tremely high  premium  and  is  almost  impossible  to  locate.

Jean  Guy  Cote.  THE  CTD  POCKET  GUIDE — CANADIAN  TRADE  DOLLARS.  42pp, 

4"  x 7".  $2.50  postpaid  from  author  at  12  Lyons  Heights  Road,  Scar- 
borough, Ontario,  Canada  Ml P 3V7.  5 or  more  copies,  $1.50  each  plus 
$1.00  postage  per  order. 

The  1983  edition  of  this  reference  was  released  in  November  1982.  It 
lists  all  issues  of  Canadian  municipal  trade  tollars  giving  a valuation 
for  each  and  for  many  the  metal,  mint  and  mintage.  A bracket  before 
each  issue  allows  the  collector  to  check  it  off.  Die  varieties  and 
off-metal  types  are  fortunately  not  listed,  but  mint  markings  are,  such 
as  those  on  the  Calgary  and  Edmonton  dollars.  I feel  this  is  a wise 
choice  on  the  part  of  the  author  as  most  collectors  are  interested  in 
obtaining  only  one  copy  of  each  of  the  over  750  different  Canadian 
trade  dollars  issued  since  the  first  one  was  issued  in  1960.  Trade 
dollars  are  listed  under  their  issuing  municipality  alphabetically, 
not  alphabetically  by  province  and  territory.  Trade  25<£,  50<t,  $2.00, 
$2.50  and  $5.00  pieces  are  listed  separately. 

A complete  listing  of  Canadian  municipal  trade  notes  (paper),  with  a 
valuation  and  number  printed  for  each  issue,  is  listed  separately. 

Notes  are  listed  by  denomination  with  the  issuing  municipalities 
listed  alphabetically.  A listing  of  trade  dollar  restrikes  and  also 
the  addresses  of  12  dealers  who  specialize  in  trade  dollars  concludes 
the  volume. 

All  1982  issues  are  listed.  Valuations  are  realistic  in  light  of  the 
keen  interest  now  being  shown  by  collectors  in  the  scarcer  trade  dol- 
lars. The  booklet  was  set  up  by  the  author  on  his  computer  and  the 
type  is  large.  With  a considerable  number  of  the  scarcer  trade  dol- 
lars now  being  in  the  $10-60  range,  those  interested  in  tokens  or 
handing  them  will  find  this  catalogue  useful.

NORTHUMBERLAND  SHILLING 


England's  King  George  III  authorized  an  issue  of  silver  shillings  in 
1763  to  be  distributed  to  the  people  of  Dublin,  on  the  arrival  of  their 
new  Lord  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Earl  of  Northumberland.  Owing  to  the 
scarcity  of  silver  the  king  authorized  only  2,000  to  be  struck  (£.100) . 
It  was  designed  by  Richard  Yeo.  There  is  a feeling  among  collectors 
that  more  than  2,000  were  struck  as  it  is  not  as  scarce  as  a coin  of 
that  small  mintage  would  be.

DUTCH-USA  FRIENDSHIP  BI-CENTENNIAL 


On  Queen  Beatrix's  official  visit  to  the  U.S.A.  in  1982,  she  was  pre- 
sented with  a gold  medal  honoring  200  years  of  Friendship  and  Commerce 
between  these  two  countries.  Both  the  U.S.A.  and  The  Netherlands  is- 
sued commemorative  stamps  showing  a stylized  flag  of  the  two  countries 
to  mark  the  important  event.  The  Dutch  and  Dutch  Antilles  issues  com- 
memorative coins  as  well. 
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
